The highest bidder to be the buyer ; and if any dispute arise between 
bidders, the lot so disputed shall be immediately put up again, 
provided the Auctioneer cannot decide the said dispute.

tated to an amanuensis, he being too much shaken to write), 
“This is not all in my own hand because I am too much 
shaken to write many notes. Not by the beating and 
dragging of the carriage in which I was—it did not go over, 
but was caught on the turn among the ruins of the bridge— 
but by the work afterwards to get out the dying and dead, 
which was terrible ”
